Following an adjourned conference of 
shippers and dockers, which took place at 
the offices of the Ministry of Labour yester- 
dey in Dublin, it is feared that there will be 
@ lock out at the port on Monday next. 

This means that unless something unfore. 
seen should occur trade, not only at the Port 
of Dublin, but at thone of Cork, Limerick, 
Sligo, Ballina, and Wexford will be at a 

tand still from Monday next. 

Cargoes will neither be loaded nor unloaded ; 
the distribution of goods will be affected; 
and our business in live stock and agricul- 


tural produce will be seriously hampered. 


The shippers have modified their original 
proposal for a reduction of 2s per day all 
round, but the dockers have refused to accept 
env redaction whatever. 

About 10,000 men will be affected—6.000 
in Dublin and the remainder at the other 


ports. 

A shut-up of the port seems, therefore, 
likely on Monday Automatically such a 
stoppage will instantly affect services of goods 
trains from tHe dépéts at the Liffey side to 
various parts of the [rish provinces, and 
vice versa, and visiting vessels to the port 
suffer grave delay. 


SMITHS’ HELPERS IDLE.

Baldwin’s task will be to persuade the 
American people that a more reasonable 
arrangement is essential to the rapid dis- 
charge of the debt. The interest is far too 
high, and the period of time is far too 
short. President Harding is reported to 
share this point of view, but he is power- 
less to.interfere with the resolution of the 
Senate. He proposes, however, that a 
tentative formula shall be brought: for- 
ward by the Debt Commission, and that 
it shall be submitted formally to 
Congress for its approval. The general 
belief in America is that the whole 
business will be finished within ten 
days or a fortnight. Opinion in the 
United States is inclining more and more 
strongly to the view that a “square deal "’ 
with Britain would pay America far better 
than a rigid insistence on the letter of the 
bond ; and there is every reason to hope 
that Mr. Baldwin’s mission will meet with 
brilliant success.

Chinese politics are as mysterious and 
complicated as the workings of the 
Chinese mind, and the Westerner who 
proiesses to understand. them must be 
well grounded in the Oriental tradition. 
Once in a while, however, some aspect or 
phase of the many-sided political struggle 
that the Chinese nobles, military adven- 
turers, brigands, tongs, septs and poli- 
tical clubs are continually waging among 
themselves will crop up that has a definite 
meaning to the Western mind. Such must 
be reckoned the report’ from Shanghai 
that Dr. Sun Yat Sen. the revolutionary 
who already has defeated the troops of the 
Canton .Government in several important 
engagements and as diverted the allegi- 
ance of some of the Southern provinces y 
being financed by the Bolsheviks. ‘The re- 
port says that already over a million 
dollars of Bolshevist money have reached 
Dr. Sen's war-chest. There is other 
evidence that his operations are subject tc 
some ioreign direction and are financed 
from abroad, and that this extraneous 
assistance can come only from Russia. 
What the purpose of the Bolsheviks is in 
keeping China stirred up in this fashion is 
not clear. China never will become a 
Communist country—not because the 
capitalist is too strongly entrenched, but 
because the dividing linc between those 
that have not and those that havo is far 
too shifting and nebulous to become a 
bone of political contention. IS is quite 
possible that the Bolsheviks are inter- 
fering from sheer love of interference. 
Your Bolshevik is as meddlesome as a 
monkey, and, for all his resounding talk, 
gets most of his pleasure from poking his 
nose into other people's business. Monkey-

it. Dr. Sun Yat Sen’s success may result 
in a united effort by the Canton and 
Peking Governments to crush him.

These defaults, viewed in relation to the

Sir John Bradbury leaves to-night for

For four days and nights Scotland Yard 
officers have been keeping vigil outside a red- 
fronted house and tailor’s shop at 24 Park 
road, Regent’s Park, N.W., in the hope that } 
he occupant, Mr. Cecil Maltby, may be able 
to assist them in their search for Mrs. Alice 
Hilda Middleton. 

Mrs. Middleton, who is the wife of a-thief 
officer in the Mercantile Marine, has not been 
heard of by her husband for several months. 
In June last year she left her flat at 46 Yale 
Court, Honeybourne road, West Hampstead, 
and, it is said, was seen in August in the 
neighbourhood of Mr. Maltby’s house. Since 
then no trace of her has been discovered, in 
spite of diligent search on the part of her 
husband. and her relatives. 

Mr. Maltby carried on his business as a 
tailor at the address mentioned, and lived 
over the shop. He does not appear to have 
done business for several months, and for over 
a week the front door has been boarded up 
end padiocked. Water and gas supplies have 
been cut off from the house, and, according 
to the neirbours, the tenant is living the 
life of a he.mit within. Repeated knockings 
by the police and other callers at the street 
door have met with no response. But ob- 
servers watching through a back window state 
that they saw Mr. Maltby yesterday working 
at the back of the premises. 

No. 24 Park road, the house of mystery, 
may easily be distinguished from ite neigh- 
bouring business premises by reason of its 
conspicuous red frontage. On a level with the 
third-storey windows there juts out a double 
sign, bearing in gilt. letters the name, ‘J. 
Maltby,’’ the grandfather of the present occu- 
pant and founder of the business. The whole 
etmosphere of the place is lifeless, and seems 
to speak of neglect. In the shop window a 
few rolls of suiting are displayed, and beyond 
that one can see dimly several suite spread on 
hangers. The apper windows look rather be- 
grimed, and thick, yellow curtaina are drawn 
across them. A knocker has been wrenched 
from the street door, which is nailed up and 
padlocked. At the back the house opens on 
a little blind vard, access to which can only 
be gained by climbing over a shed. From 
this view-point the house presents as blank 
an appearance as it does from the front. 

PLENTY OF FOOD. 

Mr. Maltby has not been seen outside the 
house since last week, when he visited a 
cofiee-stall mear-by and had a cup of coffee. 
His immediate neighbours state that 
he is inside, and that he was heard vesterday 
morning about the house. It is ramoured 
that he is well supplied with food—one 
account said that he had brought in large 
quantities of tinned goods. 

It ig understood that. before the 
Scotland Yard men had a short conversation 
with Mr. Maltby, who assured them that ha 
was unable to throw any light on the mystery. 
Mr. Maltby, who is deseribed bv his acquaint- 
ences as being a thick-eet, red-faced man, 
with sandy-coloured hair, is nearly 50 years 
of age, and has a wife and several children. 
He was very fond of attending whist drives. 

Another neighbour said that he had seen 
Mrs. Middleton in Maltby’s company during 
the summer. Maliby had a motor-cycle and 
gide-car, in which he took Mrs. Middleton 
out. It is also staied that, Mr. Maltby some 
time ago “had words” with a woman who 
was thought by neighboure to be hia wife. 
Aiter this the woman was not again seen, 
and Mr. Maltby,j/it is added, said that she 
had gone on a vibit to her sister. 

Two detectives made an effort shortly ajter 
8 o’clock last night to get into communication 
with Mr. Maltby. The officers endeavoured 
by getting into the back yard to induce him 
to come and speak to them, but were un- 
successful. Shortly before 8 o'cleck “Mr, 
Maltby peered through the window in the 
door of the shop, but seeing the detectives 
outside he hastily dropped the curtains, 

Developments are expected ta-day, when 
the Marylebone Medical Officer’ of Health 
intends to apply for an ejectment order. 

Since S@itland Yard began its investigaggons 
detectives have been pacing up and “down 
along the pavement in front of the house, 
where large crowds assembled lest night.

VALUABLE LIBRARY AND

Marlfield House, the Clonmel residence of 
Mr. John Bagwel!, D.L., a member of ‘the 
Irish Free State Senate, and general manager 
of the Great Southern Railway, was almost 
totally destroyed by armed incendiaries at 
half-past twelve o'clock on Tuesday morning. 

Mr. Bagwell is a son of the late Mr. 
Richard Bagwell, the well-known historian, 
“Marlfield House contained -tha late Mr. 
Bagwell’s splendid library, and among its 
other treasures were valuable antique iurni- 
‘ture, jewellery, a collection of rare china and 
of works of art. All these have perished in 
the flames. The house itself was an imposing 
mansion, picturesquely situated. 

It appears that at about half-past twelve 
o'clock in the morning a band of armed men, 
numbering between twenty and forty, came to 
the front door, and demanded admiesion. 
Mrs. Bagwell went tc an upper window, and 
asked who was there’ The armed men 
asked was Mr. Bagwell at home, and were 
told that he was. They then said that ‘‘ they 
had orders to burn the house, as Mr, Bagwell 
was a member of the Free Stato Senate.”’ 

Soon the incendiaries forced a window on 
the ground floor. Tho only members oí 
the family at home vere Mr. and Mrs. 
Bagwell, Miss Bagwell, Mr. Richard and 
Mr. William Bagwell. They were given ten 
minutes to get ready, and were then, with 
the domestic servants, talen to an outhouse. 


JEWELLERY TAKEN. 
Mrs. Bagwell tried to save a bag containing 
jewellery, ‘but one of the raiders took it from 


r, 

When the family were released from tha 
outhouse or stables they found that ihe 
house was ablaze. It was completely gutted, 
with the exception of the servants’ wing, the 
kitchens, sculiery, end the conservatory, but 
the plants were destroyed by the heat. 

Mrs. Bagwell, however, was allowed by the 
raiders to save several pictures which had a 
family interest. 

Before the house had been destroyed Miss 
Bagwell opened the stables, and allowed the 
horses to escape into the park, thus saving 
them. 

It ia stated that she ras 
freeing the horses. 

All the overcoats in the house were taken 
by the raiders. 

Mre. Bagwcll and tr family went aiter- 
wards for shelter to a neighbouring house. 

It is impossible as vet to estimate tha 
damage caused by the fire. 

The Bagwell family has been connected 
with Clonmel for centuries, and has played 
no unimportant part in the life of the town. 
The present seat was acquired by John 
Bagwell about 1775 from the assions of 
Stephen Moore, who was in bankruptcy, and 
he continued to work the Marlfield Mills, the 
family in due course becoming possessors of 
a big demesne and extensive rights in the 
town of Clonmel, while the patronage of the 
borough was vested in his successors for 
generations.

WASHINGTON, Tuesday. 

The people of the United States are neither 
unvintormed nor indifferent as to conditions 
in Europe. They know how serious and 
widespread is the suffering, how great the 
menace, not only to Europe, but to the world, 
if conditions are not changed for the better, 
and changed speedily. 

Both from a humanitarian and from an 
economic standpoint, from an unselfish.as well 
as a selfish point of view, the people of this 
country would like to help Europe, but gome 
great obstacle seems to stand in the war, 

First of all, thera. seems to be a demand, 
both -in Europe and among some of our own 
people, that assistance shall begin by the 
tormation of sotWe kind of political alliance 
or leagne of guarantee. 

n my opinion, so long as this continnes 
to be demanded, and continues.to be in the 
forefront of any plan of assistance, it will 
constitute an insuperable obstacle. 


NO POLITICAL ATTACHMENTS. 

T venture the opinion that the American 
people will never entex into anything “of the 
nature of political attachments “with foreign 
Powers. 

It is part of our political faith not to do so. 
That faith is founded upon experience, or 
tradition, or reason, and on that instinctive 
belief which comes to be |part of a nation’s 
lite. That feature of the matter ought te 
be dismissed and gotten out of the way once 
for all. ) 

But this does "not mean that we are not 
willing to confer with the nations of Europe, 
and take counsel together for the treatment 
and adjustment of . those economic and 
financial problems which must be adjusted 
beiore Europe can recover, and before the 
world can enjoy -rea] peace or permanent

The American peo are periectly willing, 
as the past fully discloses, to give of their 
means or their wealth for the alleviation of

Another obstacle standing in the way of our 
helping.Europe is the fact that Europe refuses 
to help herself: Her Militaristic and Im- 
perialistic policies since the armistice diminish 
our hopes and destroy our faith. 

Europe to-day has greater military estab- 
lishments than before the war. Such a policy 
is utterly brutal and insane. While debts in- 
crease and taxes mount higher and higher 
and human misery spreads, the Governments 
pile up the burdene in the wav of armaments. 
While the people of Europe are praying for- 
peace, their Governments are preparing for 
war. | 

Just now the threat of France to enter tho 
Ruhr paralyses all the beat hopes of the 
American people. It strikes at their deep 
sympathy for an old and trusted friend. 


NO SUPPORT FOR EXPLOITATION. 

We see no way of heiping Europe while 
these antagonists of war, there militaristic 
and imperialistic policies dominate the whole 
Continent. This is an hour of eupreme 
sacriii¢ce almost equal to the sacrifices of the 
war iteelf. 

If men and peoples are not willing to meet 
on broad and tolerant «rounds, on a basis for 
future construction rather than destruction, 
there is no way by which we can help 
Europa. :

Following a meeting of the Cabinet to-day, 
an officia] announcement was made, according 
to which Congressiona] action to “ liberal- 
ise ”’—i.e., to extend—the scope of the Debt 
Funding Law is considered necessary before 
it is possible to accomplish the object of the 
préegent negoti&tions. 

Mr. Melton, Chairman of the Commission, 
has made a report to President Harding on 
the progress made at yesterday's sitting. 
Pending to-morrow’s meeting, Senator 
McCumber has called a meeting of the Finance 
Committee to consider an amendment authoris- 
ing the President to appoint three additional 
members of the American Commission. This 
is tegarded as paving the way for Congress to, 
remedy the situation by the anticipated amend- 
ment for ‘‘ liberalisation."’ 

The Press Association's Special Corre- 
spondent telegraphs from Washington 
night :—Preliminary negotiations in 
the funding of the British 
debt have given rise to the be- 
lief in official circles that no settlement is 
possible under the terms of the present law. 

According to one of the officials at the White 
House, President Harding is convinced that 
the situation calls for a tentative plan oí 
settlement with each debtor nation, which 
would have to be presented to móin later 
on for approval. 

It was also declared that the debt funding 
negotiations might be concluded within a 
week. It would then remain to find out to 
what extent Congress was willing to modify 
the present law 

Whatever settlement was reached with Great 
Britain would serve as a precedent for arrang- 
ing the debts of other nations.

THE STATE OF IRELAND. 


A NEW PARTY, 


In reproducing the plan which was pub- 

lished’ in the Irish Times last Saturday show- 
ing the ‘‘malicious damage” which has been 
done aince tho end of last June on the Great 
Southern and Western Railway system of the 
South of Ireland, Zhe Times remarks :—The 
justification—if that, is the. right woyd—for 
this wanton campaign, with its inhuman dis- 
regard of possible injury to the limbs and 
lives of innocent passengers, is that the 
system serves as the lines of communication 
of tae Free State troops, and that its destruc- 
tion 1s, therefore, a legitimate act of war. The 
tact that this uctwork’ot railways forms the 
arterial system: Of the trade of the country 
and supplies the chief means ot the transport 
of its ivod ia callously :gnored. 
After quoting from President Cosgrave’s 
letter, which was ‘published recéutly, 72 
d'tmes proceeds :—it must be taken as proved 
that President Cosgrave, and the men who 
stand with him, have every intention of keep- 
ing faith with this country, on the one hand; 
and of establishing, as he says, a people's 
peace tn Southern Ireland, on the other. ‘he 
task before them is of extraordinary difli- 
culty. 1t will call for statesmanship of the 
highest quality, as well as íor personal 
courage. ‘To judge by appearances, Presi- 
dent Cosgrave has come to the conclusion 
that they have shown enough of patience, 
forbearance and generosity to the disturbers 
oi thé peace in the part of Ireland for the 
government of which he is responsible. Jn 
that spirit we believe that he will conquer. 
The fact that be is able to speak with such 
uncompromising resolution ot the ‘‘only 
terms,’ short of continued war, which he is 
prepared to oifer to the rebels may, we trust, 
be taken as a hopeful sign that both he and 
they are beginning, at loxt, to feel that the 
day when war must cease is approaching. 

On more pacific lines the news that a new 
political party has been founded for the pro 
motion of Irish unity comes as a’ welcome 
relief to the melancholy story of Irish differ 
ences. The Convention was attended bu 
delegates from every county in the Southern 
State. With this -widespread support it is 
earnestly to be hoped that the National 
Party, as it will probably be called, may in 
time succeed in rallying round the Covern- 
ment the great bulk of the people of the 
Free State. There is not the slightest doubt 
that all but a comparatively small body of 
irreconcilables are heartily sick of the dreadful 
conditions of terrorism. by which they hare so 
long been cowed and tortured beyond the 
limits of human endnrance. As isolated in- 
dividuals it is extraorflinarily ditticult for 
them to stand out against the threats and 
violent actions of the train-wreckers aud 
gunmen. In tho new party, if they are 
strong and united enongh to make of it a real 
brotherhood of peace and ireedomn, they mar 
perhaps find the salvation of their distracted 
country.

UNITED STATES WAITING FOR 
A CALL. 
IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE. 
From Our UWN CoRRESPUNDENT. 
WASHINGTON, Tuesday. 

Although the United States does not intend 
taking any further steps towards participa- 
tion in European affairs, it is stated at the 
White House that the Government has not 
given up hope of still finding some way of 
being helpful. 

The decision of the Harding Cabinet, leaving 
future initiative to the Allies, does not inter- 
fere with the American Government being 
kept posted officially of developments, so that 
it will ‘be in @ position to act at the first call 
from France, or from any of the other 
Powers. 

While the United States has registered its 
informal protest against the Ruhr invasion by 
the French before the French plans are an- 
nounced, it is pointed out that the United 
States broached the subject, with the utmost 
friendliness toward France, holding simply 
that the occupation of the Ruhr would not 
bring any economic advantages. 

In the same spirit of friendliness, the 
United States suggested the Hughes plan for 
reparations. That neither has been accepted 
does not affect American friendliness, and the 
door remains open for France at any future 
time to invoke the good offices of America.

“The policy of force,” the manifesto con- 
tinues, . which since the conclusion of peace, 
has violated the Treaties and trampled on the 
rights of humanity, now threatens the key 
district of the German economic world, the 
chief source of our labour, the bread of 
German industry, and all the workers. 

“The execution of the Peace Treaty thus 
becomes an absolute impossibility, and at the 
same time the living conditions of the already 
suffering German nation are disorcanised. 

“ Germany was ready to fulfil all obliga- 
tions within her power. She has now been 
attacked without being given a hearing. We 
lay this act of force before -the forum of 
Europe, and the entire world.’’—(Reuter.)

SENTENCES AT NORTHERN

A RUNNING FIGHT,

A fierce engagement, says our Cork Corre- 
spondent, took place on Monday evening 
between a small,party of National troops and 
armed men a few miles north of Ballineen.

LANDLORD SHOT ON HIS WAY

Mr. Walter Joyce, a well-known Galway 
landlord, and a member of an old Galway 
family, died yesterday morning in St. Bride's 
Home, Galway, from injuries received in h's 
demesne at Corrgarry, rear Mount Bellew, 
« Sunday morning, when he was fired at by 
some person or persons concealed behind a 
cluster of trees. Mr. Joyce had left the 
house to attend Mass. Shots were heard, and 
he fell, badly wounded in the @hdomen. He 
struggled back to his house, and collapsed on 
the doorsteps. After a time he was able to 
open the door, and, entering the house, lay 
there. 

A doctor was summoned, and Mr. Joyce 
was taken to St. Bride’s Home, where he was 
attended by Dr. Sandys, who performed an 
operation.

FREE STATE TROOPS. IN 
POSSESSION. 


Free State troops yesterday took over 
Pettigo from the British military authorities. 
The party numbered 150 men. They left 
Clones by: rail at 7.30 a.m., and were met by 
an armed escort of Ulster Constabulary at 
Newtownbutler, who accompanied them to 
Pettigo. The bulk of the British military had 
left Pettigo before the Free Staters’ arrival, 
and there were nod compliments paid by either 
side, except that the Free Staters gave a 
general salute to Colonel-Commandant Yatch- 
man, who walked out of the headquarters as 
the new arrivals walked in.

Pettigo area. The Ulster forces will have 
liberty to cross the Free State territory in 
order to go to Belleek, and the Free Staters 
will be enabled to cross Northern territory to 
get to outlying districts.

INQUIRY INTO BRITISH | 


OUTBREAK, 
MOVEMENT OF IRISH 
CATTLE BLAMED, 


» 2 


The report of a Departmental Committee 
on Foot-and-Mouth Disease, appointed by the 
British Minister of Agriculture, was issued 
yesterday. It gives an account of the in- 
quiries made into the origin and circumstances 
of the recent outbreak in England. An early 
opportunity is taken in the report to deal 
with the suggestion, which was prevalent, 
that the introduction of animals was respon- 
sibie for the initial outbreak. 

After the most exhaustive ingniries the 
Committee are quite unable to find any con- 
firmation of this. Cases certainly oceurred in 
which animals recently landed from Ireland 
had, within a few days of their arrival, de- 
veloped the disease, but it was tue fact that 
during the outbreak the importation of 
animals from Ireland was carried on umin- 
terruptedly, and that during that time over 
half a million animals were inspected at the 
landing places in England, without the dis- 
covery of suspicious symptoms in any of 
them. . 

The Committee do not believe that this was 
compatible with the existence of the disease 
in Ireland. ‘The suggestion that the disease 
originated in Ireland arose from the fact that 
= large number of recently imported Irish 
animals caught the disease, and were the prin- 
cipal agents in spreading it. But, in the 
EA of the Committee, that was easily ex- 
plained by the practice of Irish dealers rush- 
ing their stock through a 
merkets with great rapidity. 

On that matter, it 1s stated that the prac-

}tice which obtained before the present out- 


break, whereby large numbers of store 
animals imported from Ireland were moved 
rapidly from market to market until disposed 
of, constituted a very serious danger, should 
foot-and-mouth disease actually occur in a 
matket at which these animals were exposed. 

“The facts afford an excellent illustration 
of the facility with which disease is spread 
where this movement is not hindered by the 
operation of restrictive regulations. That 
these Irish stores were mainly responsible for 
the spread of disease is not open to doubt. 
The conditions under which they are dealt 
with are eminently such as to render them 
hable to infection awd capable of conveying 
it fection from one market to another, if in- 
fection does, in fact, exist in any market to 
which they are taken, or in any vehicle in 
which they are carried. 

“This danger would be no less grave if 
the animals concerned were other than im- 
ported animals and were similarly dealt with; 
but, as imported stores are normally in the 
hands of dealers, who have no facilities for 
keeping them, and as home-bred stores are 
mostly sold locally, this must be recognised 
as a special risk attending the importation of 
cattle from overseas. 


DETENTION PERIOD. 


“During the period covered by the dura- 
tion of the outbreak, the Ministry imposed « 
fourteen days’ detention on stores landed 
from Ireland. This regulation placed con- 
siderable difficulties in the way of feeders and 
others who desired to obtain Irish store 
cattle. It was, therefore, not found practic- 
able, from the point of view of trade, to 
maintain the full period of fourteen days’ de- 
tention, which has been subsequently reduced 
to six days by the Ministry’s Order of 5th 
October, 1922. The Committee concurs in tue 
regulations contained in that order, including 
that which requires that these cattle should 
be kept separate from others in the market. 

“It is also of opinion that these regu- 
lations should apply to all animals landing 
from countries outside the jurisdiction of the 
Ministry. 

In its conclusions the Commiittee recom- 
mend that the Ministry should remind Foreign 
Government and Shipowners’ Associations of 
the provisions of the Foreign Animals Order 
of 1910 relating to the bringing of foreign 
animals into port; and that the attention of 
local authorities. should be directed to the 
desirability of prosecuting in all cases of con- 
traventions. 

Municipal and county authorities should be 
encouraged to arrange for veterinary exaamna- 
tion of all important markets. Animals landed 
from countries outside the jurisdiction of the 
Ministry should be subject to a period of at 
least six days’ detention on arrival at the 
place of destination to which they are moved 
from a landing place. 

The Committee gives its opinion of what 
should be done in the case of an ‘outbreak of 
the disease. Prior arrangements, it savs, 
should be made with local authorities for the 
loan of tools for digging pits, and for the loan 
of labour. In the event of a widespread out 
break a uniform policy should be adopted as 
regards the Ministry accepting responsibility 
tor the disinfection of all premises on which 
outbreaks occúr. ‘The Act of 1894, Section 8, 
should be amended so as to confer the neces- 
sary powers for dealing with foot and-mouth 
disease upon the Ministry leaving the precise 

rocedure to be settled in an order of the

THE PRICE OF BREAD IN. 
BELFAST. 


The Departmental Committee on the Cost of 
Living set up by the Northern Parliament 
continued its sittings yesterday in Arnott’s 
Buildings, Bridge street, Belfast. 
. eileen was submitted on behalf of the 
Belfast Master Bakers’ Association by Mr. 
George Baine. He said that the Belfast 
bakers supplied bread throughout the six 
counties, but at present sent very little 
beyond the border. Twenty per cent. of the 
total output were outside the boundaries of 
the city 

Mr. Baine entered injo detailed prices and 
charges prevailing in 1914 and at the present 
time, and, in answer to the chairman, gave 
statistics as to the amount of bread to bc 
obtained from a sack of flour. He inetident- 
ally remarked that the bread produced and 
sold in Belfast was close in the baking pro- 
cess and a greater quantity was produced. 

In answer to a question as to whether the 
use of tins did not involve greater labour 
charges, the witness replied in the negative. 
As a matter of fact it meant less labour 
charges than that prevailing in Belfast, as the 
latest machinery was developed on a purely 
automatic-system for handling tin bread. 

Mr. Baine explained the actual amount of 
bread produced from a sack of flour, and he 
then proceeded to state that private customers 
were given five’ per cent. discount, which 
brought down the prices of the loaf to 9}d., 
the bread being delivered at the customers’ 
own door. ‘There was a mistaken idea created 
in the minds of the public as to the compara- 
tive prices of bread. They often saw refe- 
renceg<#o cheap bread elsewhere, but in this 
conned it must be remembered there was 
only oflé price in Belfast. That was not 
common in other places. Yor instance, in 
Liverpool the price varied from 8d. to 
10d., the latter being the most prevalent 
price. There was in Belfast bread cheaper 
than the regulation price fixed by the master 
bakers, but people would not buy it, Glas- 
gow might compete favourably with Belfast, 
but the former city bread was not delivered 
to the customer. 


COMPARISON WITH GLASGOW. 


In Belfast a brighter standard of flour was 
used, representing ag additional cost to the 
producer of from 3s. to 5s. a sack, while the 
manufacturing system in Belfast was superior 
to that in vogue in Glasgow. Then in the 
latter place coke could be obtained at 24s. a 
ton, whereas in Belfast coke was 45s. a ton. 
Gas was slightly cheaper in Belfast, but elec- 
tric current im Glasgow cost less; rates in 
Belfast were 14s. 2d., and in Glasgow 12s. 6d. 
Of course, they claimed that in Belfast a 
The Glasgow 
price now was 9}d., which was equivalent 
only to the 10d., with 5 per cent. discount, 
prevailing in Belfast. 

aking in some of its aspects, Mr. Baine 
said, was a highly skilied ‘job Take, for in- 
stance, 4 confectioner, whose occupation 
afforded unlimited scope for artistic develop- 
ment and _ craftsmanship. Bread-making 
might in the main be mechanical, but there 
were highly skilled men in the trade.

OHASED IN THE HILLS. 


MAN WHO FIRED REVOLVER 
SHOTS AT POLICE, 


Edward Gracey was charged at the Northern 
Winter Assizes yesterday with shooting, with 
intent to murder, at a Special constable in 
December, 1921. : 

An ex-Special constable, who was stationed 
in Omagh, stated that, with other police, he 
was operating in the Sperrin Mountains ‘in 
December, 1921. At the Hibernian Hall, 
Cranagh, they observed a number of men, 
some of whom were armed. The men ran 
away, and the police went in pursuit. 

Witness noticed a man with a revolver take 
refuge behind a ditch. He was called upon 
to halt, but did not do so. When witness was 
about ten yards from the prisoner, the latter 
fired six shots in his direction. Witness took 
cover, and the man, who again started to 
run, reloaded his revolver and fired three 
further shots at witness. The bullet struck 
the ground at witness’s feet. 

In July of 1922, witness identified the ac- 
cused at a parade in Omagh as the man who 
fired at him: 

The jury found a verdict of guilty of shoot- 
ing with intent to maim. 

The Judge said that the jury had taken a 
merciful view. The prisoner would be sent 
to jail for twelve months, and at the end of 
that time he must find bail for his future good 
behaviour or be imprisoned for a further 
period of six months.

BAD WEATHER WRECKS 
THE WIRES. 


MAILS DELIVERY. 


IMPROVEMENT ON THE 
G.S. AND W. LINE. 


-“ 


The wild weather oí the past few days has 
affected telephonic and telegraphic communi- 
cation somewhat in the South and Weat of 
Ireland. Inquiries made by an Jrish Times 
representative in official circles, however, 
elicited the fact that matters were not so 
bad as might have been anticipated. 

“So far as ‘communication with the South 
and West by telegraph is concerned,’’ said an 
official in the Postal Telegraphs Department, 
‘we are. better off to-day than we have been 
for some time.” The only place in the South 
to which they» had “no wire” was Thurles; 
and this was believed to be merely the effects 
of the very rough weather of the past forty- 
eight hours. 

“We are through,” he said, “to Cork, 
Waterford, Limerick, Clonmel, Ennis, and the 
other Southern towns, Limerick was cut off 
until the morning of the 6th inst., but the 
line is working to that city all right now. 
There was an interruption to Waterford on 
Monday night, caused by the elements, but 
that has been put right since.” - 

In the Western area, he said, the Telegraphs 
Department was able to reach every place, but 
there was some delay. . The three wires to 
Ballina, Westport and Castlerea were in con- 
tact owing to the weather, but by dropping 
two wires, and using only one at a time, they 
were able to reach each of the towns men- 
tioned; but there was a fairly heavy delay 
to telegrams for those places.

THE TELEPHONE, 


On inguiry at the Post Office Telephone De-

EVIL WHICH MUST BE 
FOUGHT. 


- 


Speaking at thé annual meeting of the 
Men’s Sodality of the Sacred Heart, Castlebar, 
Archdeacon Fallon, P.P., said that the past 
year had been a terrible one, but he was 
afraid that the coming years would be more 
terrible still unless the people aroused therm- 
selves and were prepared meet the evils 


‘that threatened em. 


“There are two evils that must be fought 
at once,” said the Archdeacon. “ The first 
is the hydra-headed monster of Bolshevism. 
We must not close our eyes to the fact that 
this many-headed monster, which has brought 
famine, starvation and destruction in its train 
in Russia, is now in our midst. You will find 
it shooting out a head of poison in every town 
and in every village of our country, and as 
like causes produce like effects, the same state 
of things will be found in Ireland after a year 
or two thet we find in Russia to-day.’’ 

The Archdeacon then traced the growth of 
Bolshevism in Russia, and said that it had al. 
ready advanced more than half way ia Íre: 
land. 

We have already the attempt made to defy 
and destroy the Government, Private pro- 

erty has been plundered in the most open and 
arelaced manner. In the history of Bol- 
shevism in Russia it is hard to get a parallel 
for the cases that have occurred within our 
own parish, when in one case a party of young 
men at the point of the revolver ordered the 
owner to leave his residence and. property at 
a four hours’ notice, and went into possession 
and disposed of his cattle and furniture just 
as if they were themselves the owners. And 
in another case, when a party of four young 
men went around the district in a car, 
and, in the late hours of the night, robbed 
the people of hundreds of pounds, and those 
young fellows walk the streets now in broad 
day light, and, I suppose, they call this also 
the exigencies of war. 

Regarding a remedy, the Archdeacon pointed 
to what had been done in Italy, and said that 
there were 1,000,000 members of the sodalities 
in Ireland “Tí only they could be organised 
and disciplined and courageously led,” he said, 
“I have no doubt that they would be able to 
drive this monster from the land.”’ 

““The other great evil which we have ta 
fight against in the coming year, and which is 
the off-spring of lawlessness and Bolshevism, 
is the evil of potheen-drinking. The evil has 
developed so much within the past year, that 
if it is allowed to run its course for one year 
more, we will have nothing but the wreclá 
of our former manhood leit. 

“It is manufactured in gallons at our very 
doors, and is sold in the shops of our town ati 
every hour of the day hight. It is degrading 
and demoralising our young men, and render- 
ing them unfit for any work except looting and 
Bolshevism. This is the first abuse the 
Government must tackle. Other abuses may 
afford to wait a little, but this cannot wait, 
and our duty is to help the Government ig 
stamp it out.”

JUDGE’S HOPE FOR FUTURE 
OF IRELAND. 


On Tuesday at Castleblayney Judge Johns- 
ton, addressing the grand jury, said :—Sincea 
last I had the privilege of addressing you in 
this court a great change in the Constitution 
and Government of Treland has taken place. 
and it is right that on an occasion like this |] 
should address a word or two to you about the 
nature and effect of what has happened. On 
December 6, 1921—just a little over a Yeap 
ago—a treaty of peace was entered into be- 
tween this country and Great Britain, a treaty 
which provided that Ireland should have the 
same constitutional status in the community of 
nations known as the British Empire as the 
Dominion of Canada, the Commonwealth of 
Australia, the Dominion of New Zealand and 
the Union of South Africa. That agreement 
was duly ratified by an Act of Dail Fireann on 
October 25, 1922, and by an Act of the British 
Parliament on December 5, 1922, and both 
Acts set out in the form of a schedule the new 
Constitution of the Irish Free State, a docr- 
ment which, I take leave to say, will rank in 
history amongst the great human schemes 
devised by- great minds in the pass to bring 
order into the world and peace amongst men. 

You and I are now the gervante of Saorstat 
Eireann, and on this, the first occasion since a 
National Government, both de jure and de 
facto, was established, I cannot refrain from 
expressing to you, as briefly as may Be, my 
intense feeling of hope for, and trust in, the 
future. As good citizens of this new State, we 
are bound to bury in black oblivion all the 
bitterness, all the hatred, aU the tragic mis- 
takes of the past; and i: we go forward to the 
years that are coming inspired really and 
truly by tolerance and forbearance for those 
who differ from us, and by a profound faith in 
the destiny of our country, we can make of 
this old land of ours the home of peace that 
God intended it to be,
